Tie present session of the Alberta 
Legislation 
nesday morning, March 31st, 
a rathey lengthy and very busy ses- 
sion, Considerable legislation, and a 
number of resolutions were dealt 
with in the lust days of the session. 
Amendments to the Labor Act, which 
were designed to prevent illegal 
strikes and illegal lockouts by impos 
ing penalties on both employers and 
employees for failing to carry out 
the provisions of the Act before im- 
posing a lockout or calling a strike, 
were the subject of considerable 
bate before they were finally passed. 

While the bill was in the Agrieul- 
tural. Committee, many labor organ- 
izations presented their phases to the 
House, in which they objected to the 
penalties being imposed upon em- 
ployees. In no sense can this bill ve 
considered — introduced into lavor 
legislation, but only as a measure 
which will have the cffect of getting 
boti: employeis and employees to take 
every reasonuble step to solve their 
differences before a strike or lockout 
is called, 

A number of changes were 
in existinz legislature dealing 
pensions which now makes it possible 
for both employers and employees to 
contribute to a fund trom whic. 
pensions wil] be puid upon retirement 
of the employees. This can be ap- 
plicable to any employer and employe: 
set-up. A Teachers’ Retirement Pen- 
sion Fund change enables them to 
take advantage of the provisions oi 
tia genera] pension legislation, 

A number of changes modifying th 
Automobile Avcident and Indemnity 
Act were pM&ssed where a person is 
obviously not responsible for an ae- 
cident his driver’s license will not be 
cancelled and if he deposits a sum oi 
money or a bond covering damages 
for which jue may be liable, his licens 
will not be cancelled. If a driver hac 
to pay damages because of guilt in 
case of an accident it will not be 
necessary for him to take out an 
insurance policy for future protectiai: 
if he prefers to do otherwise, Car. 
from outside the 2oovince involved i» 
an accident may be impsended i: 
order to protect injured Albertans 
wiicre the responsibility lies wit.

A resolution was introduced by the 
C.C.F., asking the government to 
introduce legislation which would al- 
low tive Canadian Wheat Board te 
handle all coarse grain, This request 
has been made by thé Dominion Goy- 
ernment but only to the three prairie 
provinces, It may b¢ remembered that 
{ie Canadian Wheat Board is not 
an agent of the province, but is an 
agent of the Dominion Government. 
This would mean that the Dominion 
Government Board, likely represented 
by Ontario and Quebec, would have 
a distinct advantage over the western 
farmers. Ontario and Quebec could 
sell their grain on the open market, 
and then buy coarse grains from the 
Canadian Wheat Board at a lower 
price when the open market was 
favorable. ‘The Alberta government is 
not prepared to take any steps of 
this kind until a more definite undev- 
standing can be secured from the 
dominion authorities as to the ob, 
of the legislation, the  benfits to 
prairie producers — and why Ontario 
and Quebec do not come under te 
same legislation. If it is found neces- 
say, a special session will~be cailed 
to deal wit! this later,

Remember, birds left dead or dying 
in the marsh are a total loss for either 
food or breeding stock, Select your 
hide of possible so that your ducks 
have a fair chance of dropping in the 
open. A good dog is one of the great- 
est aids to conservation, It is estimat- 
ed by some that twice as many ducks 
are wounded or 
annually,

The above map shows predicted grasshopper infestations in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
next summer, and indicates the relative severity of the attacks in different areas, 


ERIODICALLY, Canada‘s Prairie 
Grain belt is devastated by se- 
vere grasshopper plagues, Before fed- 
eral and provincial entomologists 
started to study this particular pest, 
farmers had little knowledge or ad- 
vance notice of these scourges, but 
today much is known and farmers 
are warned in advance when extra 
severe outbreaks are expected. 

This year, entomologists of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture at 
laboratoriés in Lethbridge, Saskatoon 
and Brandon, and in co-operation 
with the provincial entomologists, 
have mapped out the areas where 
serious hordes of grasshoppers can 
be expected to attack farmers’ grain 
crops, 

In the accompanying map, the areas 


in which outbreaks will be severe, 
moderate and light, are shown for 
the western half of Saskatchewan 
and the lower part of Alberta. There 
are also a few areas in Manitoba 
where a light emergence of grasshop- 
pers is expected, but it is in Saskat- 
chewan that the worst outbreaks are 
feared. ‘ 

With the provincial authorities in 
the lead, farmers both in Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta can do much to 
ward off the worst effects of these 
grasshopper outbreaks. Poison bait 
will be available through municipali- 
ties and local improvement districts, 
and there will also be leaflets as well 
as bait supplies and _ instructions 
available from your agricultural rep- 
resentative.

Lt.-Cmdr, Beddoe, who completed 
the decoration of the first book, is in 
charge of the new work. 

He served with the R.C.N.V.R. dur- 
ing the Second World War. 

The first part of his new work— 
compilation of a card series on which 
appear the names to be inscribed in 
the book by hand—is under way, The 
names will be listed by year of death.

Scientists Seek 
Gasoline From 
Natural Gas 


Vegreville, Alta., Chemical 
Engineer, Is Successful In 
Obtaining A Small Quantity 
From Carbon Monoxide 

EDMONTON. — The conversion of 
natural gas to a cheap, high-quality 
gasoline is one of the problems now 
being studied by scientists at the 
University of Alberta research labor- 
atories, 

Research men all over the conti- 
nent have been working at the pro- 
ject for years but as yet none have 
succeeded in producing a method that 
will make gasoline cheaply enough 
to compete with tat obtained from 


* 


petroleum, At the university lab 
here, gasoline has been made from 
natural gas but not cheaply enough 
to make it feasible. The project is 
particularly important to Alberta 
with its huge untapped. sources of 
natural gas. 

Initial work on the synthesization 
of gasoline was begun at the univer- 
sity in 1943 by the late Dr, E. H. 
Boomer, professor of chemical engi- 
neering. Since his death, graduate 
students have been conducting the 
experiments, 

Must Increase Yield 

At present @ 23-year-old chemical 
engineer from Vegreville, Alta., Mich- 
ael Chmilar, is taking his master of 
science degree on the project, So 
far he has obtained one-quarter of a 
pound of gasoline from 35 cu. feet 
of carbon monoxide, Theoretically, 
twice that amount should be obtained 
and he now is attempting to increase 
the yield so the gasoline obtained 
can compete with ordinary petroleum 
gasoline, 

Natural gas is converted to carbon 
monoxide in the synthesis, The car- 
bon monoxide is then combined with 
hydrogen gas in the presence of 
granulated cobalt metal at a tem- 
perature of about 200 degrees, The 
big problem at present is to find 
something besides the cobalt metal 
to combine the carbon monoxide and 
hydrogen, It’s a big job—but Mr. 
Chmilar is optimistic about the re- 
sults, 


Rules On Gifts 
From U.S. Eased 


OTTAWA, — Canada’s emergency 
austerity r>gulations have been eased 
slightly to permit Canadians to re- 
ceive gifts valued up to $25 from the 
United States, 

However, a revenue department of- 
ficial said that such gifts would be 
subject to normal duties, The con- 
cession was granted primarily to pre; 
vent hardship through prohibiting 
such gifts as birthday and wedding 
presents, 

The official said that the limit on 
goods which may be brought into 
Canada from the United States has 
not been altered except in the case 
of unsolicited gifts. 

The original regulation prohibited 
the entry of gifts except those valued 
at $5 or less which are traditionally 
duty free,
